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Le Opdyke on the Currency. 

r. George Opdyke, ke, of New York, who 
ts tl to be one of the ablest finan- 
eiers in the country, lras written a letter to 
oné ofthe United States Senators irom 
that State, relative to the currency, and 

the. reumption of speeie payments, the 
wisdom of which, in our humble judgment, 
would do well to adopt. We re- 

peat what we have heretofore expressed. 
that any meausure leoking to immediate 


resumption: of spesie payments would re- | 
sult disastrously to the country, and that 
the question is not one simply of legisla- 
tion, but for its solution, dependent on 
more substantial agencies. Mr. Opdyke is 
opposed to further expansion of the cur- 
reney.. He would have the legal tenders 
eontracted at a rate not exceeding $10,000,- 
000, per annum, which, added to increase 
of population and wealth, he thinks in ten 
years would raise the currency to a specie 
standard, and thereby pavethe way for a 
safe and easy resum ption. 

The New York Sun sums up in brief, the 
leading points in the letter as follows: 


Our present currency is too redundant to 

admit of the early or immediate resump- 
tion of specie paymenis. We haye to-day 
a circulating medium, exclusive of bank 
deposits, of $17 to each soul of the popula- 
tion; while these deposits, being used by 
merchants in the liquidation of their in- 
debtedness to one another, do practically 
form part of the cireulation and swell its 
volume. The proper limit of a sound cur- 
reney isnot beyond $10 to each person of 
tlie population, as is proved by statistics. 
Whenever this limit has been extended 
heretofore in our history, it has been pro- 
ductive of inflation and subsequent finan- 
cial disaster. and it now eae to the de- 
preciation of the currency. In 1860, with 
a population. of 33,000,000, we had $207,000, - 
000 of paper money and about $70,000,000 
ofeoin; whereas now, with a population of

The sixth section of the army appropri- 
ation bill, approved March, 1867, provides: 

All militia fogces now organized or in 
service in either of the States of ¥irginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Texas be forthwith disbanded and the 
further organigation, arming or calling 
into service of the said militia forces or any 
part thereof is hereby prohibited, under'| 
any circumstances whatever, until the same 
shall be authorized by Congress.
